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Love Him “Ghat Begat 
And You Will Love the Begotten 


By Paut H. WALKER 


T is our purpose this evening to study 

for a little while the First Epistle of 
John, the fifth chapter from the first 
to the fifth verse. 

“Whosoever believeth that Jesus _ is 
the Christ is born of God.” We notice 
that this takes in the entire human fam- 
ily as he said, ‘““Whosoever.” That means 
one and all. But he also stated in the 
next thought that we were to be be- 
lievers, ‘‘whosoever believeth.” This 
word “believeth” in its usage in this in- 
stance denotes continuation. He thar 
continues to believe that Jesus is the 
Christ is born of God, This also denotes 
action or life because of the result and 
effect that such faith has in the life of 
the believer as he said, “Everyone that 
loveth him that begat, loveth him also 
that is begotten of him.” 

THE PRooF 

The Scriptures locate every individ- 
ual as to where he is living before God. 
There is a way to test our profession of 
faith in Jesus and that is by the Scrip- 
tures. After John stated that believers 
in Christ were born of God he no doubt 
realized that many would say as they 
do today, “I am a Christian because I 
believe that Jesus is the Christ,” and, tu 
safeguard the truth, lest man should bs 
deceived, he added the clause, “Every- 
one that loveth him that begat, loveth 
him also that is begotten of him.” That 
is, everyone that loveth Jesus Christ, the 
one that begat us, will also love the one 
that is begotten of Him that begat. In 
other words, He said, “If we love not 
our brother whom we have seen, how 
can we love God whom we have not 
seen”? There is a test of Christian dis- 
cipleship. He teaches us to love one an- 
other, for love is the fulfilling of the 
law. But in order for this to be done, 
faith must be alive within the hearer of 
the truth and when he accepts the truth 
it is spirit and life to him. Therefore, 
the change within his heart gives him 
a desire and causes him not only to love 
his brother but his enemy as well. So 
then, John tells us the wav to prove 
whether or not we believe Jesus is the 
Christ is to examine ourselves and see 
whether we love those that are begot- 
ten of Him, for he says, “By this WE 
KNOW that we love the children of 
God when we love God and_ keep his 
commandments.” 

SOMETHING WE Know 
John says, “By this WE KNOW that 


we love the children of God.” We have 
a definite knowledge because of a defi- 
nite experience at a definite time and 
place. When the Lord came _ into our 
lives and rolled away the load of sin 
and remorse and granted us a pardon tor 
Jesus’ sake, He gave us an assurance and 
by this assurance we know that we love 
the children of God. And this also is 
upon a condition and is scripturally 
proven, when we love God and keep His 
commandments, and, if we love God we 
will keep His commandments. And one 
of the best ways to keep His command- 
ments is to follow Jesus for He com- 
manded us to hear the one He intro- 
duced to the world on the Mount of 
Transfiguration, His only begotten Son. 
If we asked the question “Why?” John 
answers and says, “For this is the love 
of God that we keep his commandments 
and his commandments are not griev- 
ous.” In other words, we serve Him be- 
cause we love Him. He makes us will!- 
ing to bear the cross, 

ANOTHER TEST OF PROFESSION 

“For whatsoever is born of God over- 
cometh the world.” Not that the world 
overcomes as is generally taught today, 
but the one that overcomes the world is 
the one that is born of God, The Lord 
provides the overcoming grace because 
we believe on Him whom the Father 
hath sent. Therefore, He giveth us the 
victory for we are born of God. Not of 
the will of the flesh, for what the flesh 
would will to do would be evil; nor the 
will of man for man’s will is always con- 
trary to God’s will; but born of God; 
born into a spiritual realm, into a divine 
relationship which separates us from the 
world and the world from us. 

So He says, “This is the victory thar 
overcometh the world even our faith.” 
It was this world that crucified the 
Lord of glory but we who have four 
Him know Him as a reality, therefore, 
we cannot compromise or love the world, 
but overcome it. 

You ask me why I do not indulge :n 
worldly amusements to brighten my 
life? The answer is, We have faith in 
Him who shall give us something 
greater. We are looking for a better 
promise, hope, eternity, city, and home, 
than what this world has to offer. 
Therefore, our backs are turned upon 
the world, our face is set as a flint to- 
ward Zion, the City of God, forgettiny 
the things which are behind and press-

ing toward the prize that is before us 
for faith giveth us the victory. And 
John, as he restates the first verse of the 
chapter, only in little different word- 
ing, asks, ‘““Who is he that overcometh 
the world, but he that believeth that Je- 
sus is the Son of God?” And in verse 
six we hear him declare that this Jesus, 
who is God’s only begotten Son, came 
by water and blood and that the Spirit 
beareth witness because the Spirit _ is 
truth. So, in summing the matter up, 
the man who is a believer in Jesus is 
one who loves his brother; he is one 
who loves God and keeps His command- 
ments, he is one who overcomes the 
world, and one who has the victory. An 
individual who dabbles in worldly things 
does not have the victory, he cannot 
have and be in harmony with the Scrip- 
tures. So in order to be an overcomer 
and have real victory in our souls, we 
must overcome the world.

benefit, or grace; I 
approach the subject with a 
prayer for wisdom, that priceles; 
virtue of humility, and with 
nothing but love in my heart for 
my many dissenting brethren. 


There are many types and pictures of 
sanctification in the Old Testament. In- 
deed, I find no types of salvation com- 
plete without it. “See, saith the Lord, 
that thou make all things according to 
the pattern shewed thee in the mount” 
(Heb. 8:5), and, “the law having a 
shadow of good things to come, and 
not the very image of the things, can 
never with those sacrifices which they 
offered year by year continually make 
the comers thereunto perfect” (Heb. 10: 
1), and Jesus said, “Be ye therefore per- 
fect,” and by the mouth of Paul, “Let 
us go on to perfection.” 

One of the types is corn, wine, and 
oil; portraying justification, sanctifica- 
tion, and the Holy Spirit; another, the 
three-storied ARK that rested upon the 
waters of the deep; another, germination, 
gestilation, and the birth of mamals; 
another, germination, sprouting, and the 
coming-up of plant life; and another, 
“the WAY, the TRUTH, and the 
LIFE.” “I will give you the rain of your 
land in due season, the first rain, and 
the /atter rain, that thou mayest gather 
in thy corn, and thy wine, and thine 
oil.” (Deut. 11:14; Jas. 5:7) 

To sanctify, means: to cleanse, to se! 
apart, and to make holy. Some will ac- 
cept one definition, and some another, 
but God’s people must accept and live 
all of them. This is accomplished by the 
consecration of our lives, knowledge of 
the Word, application of the blood, and 
FAITH in Jesus. The Exodus, from 
Egypt to Canaan, is a picture of our 
commen salvation, They, three quarters 
of a million, followed Christ, the Rock 
(1 Cor.

It 
took Moses eighty years, forty to get 
started and forty in the wilderness, to 
lead them to the banks of the Jordan, 
and only two lived to see the Promised 
Land.

May we pause to ask why he didn’t say, 
“for TODAY the Lord will do wonders: 
we shall enter Canaan”? They washed 
their clothes and persons, types of our 
sanctification, before the Lord came, and 
they entered Canaan; and we must be 
sanctified today before He comes into us 
and we reach our “Promised Land.” 
Jesus Prayep For You 
“Sanctify them through thy truth: thy 
WORD is truth” (Jno. 17:17). “In the 
beginning was the word, and the word 
was with God, and the word was God. 
And the word was made flesh and 
dwelt among us. (Jno. 1.) The Word 
is Jesus and we are sanctified through 
His shed blood (Heb. 13:12). Glory to 
His name! Let us shout and sing. Hal- 
lelujah to the Lamb! The angels can't 
even join in the chorus. 
Not For SINnNERS 

“I pray not for the world,” said Je- 
sus. Sinners can’t share in this blessing; 
they must first get their past sins under 
the blood. “But for those which thou 
hast given me,” BELIEVERS (Jno. 17: 
9). “Neither pray I for these alone, but 
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for them also, which 

shall believe” (Jno. 

17:20). To receive 
you MUST believe. 

“And these things 

I speak in the world, that they 

might have my JOY fulfilled in 

themselves.” (Jno. 17:13). This 

prayer for “joy” in their sanctifi- 

cation through the Word, was answered 

by the Word Himself when He lifted 

up His hands and “blessed” them just 


* before He left Mt. Olivet for heaven; 


and they returned to Jerusalem with 
GREAT JOY; and this, dear ones, was 
the “second blessing,” received and 
taught by John Wesley, the early disci- 
ples, and millions more; just ten days 
BEFORE Pentecost, when they received 
the THIRD blessing, the GIFT of God 
for which they had “tarried,”” the Holy 
Spirit. (Luke 24:50-52). 

Joy in salvation, shouting praises to 
God, goes along with our sanctification; 
but it is MORE than just a “litile 
shout,” for they were “CONTINUALLY 
in the temple, praising and _ blessing 
God. Amen (Luke 24:53). Yes, brother, 
they got it BEFORE Pentecost, Luke 
24:50-53, and that is where Philip, the 
evangelist, preached AFTER Pentecost, 
to the Samaritans, for he says, (Acts 8: 
8) “And there was GREAT JOY in 
that city.” Just what Jesus prayed for 
we might have in our sanctification, 
just what He blessed His disciples with, 
the same thing expressed in the same 
words, received by the Samaritans! 

UNITY OF THE GODHEAD 

“Holy Father, keep through thine 
own name those whom thou hast given 
me, that they may be one,” prayed Je- 


sus (Jno, 17:11). One in spirit, pur- 
pose and action; in one accord. Well, 
did they reach that place BEFORE 


Pentecost, or not? Jesus prayed that they 
might be ONE at the same time He 
prayed for their sanctification. “And 
when they were come in from Olivet to 
Jerusalem, they went up in an_ upper 
room, where abote both Peter, and 
James, and John, and Andrew, Philip, 
and Thomas, Bartholomew, and Mat- 
thew, James the son of Alphaeus, and 
Simon Zelotes, and Judas the brother o2 
James. These ALL continued with one 
accord” (Acts 1:12-14.) Well, they had 
it BEFORE PENTECOST! “And when 
the day of Pentecost was fully come, 
they were all with ONE ACCORD in 
one place” (Acts 2:1). Yes, brother, 
they all “had it” before they crossed 
that Spiritual Jordan. 

“And the people with ONE AC- 
CORD, gave heed unto those things 
which Philip spake, hearing and seeing 
the miracles which he did.” Yes, broth-

“Ghe Gift of the Holy Ghost 


Introduction 


I have had so many inquiries asking, 
Is the gift of the Holy Ghost the same 
as the gift of tongues? I answer, No, 
and will endeavor in this article to give 
scriptural proof that they are not the 


same. The latter springs from the former. , 


Text: John 14:16, “And I will pray 
the Father and he shall give you another 
Comforter that he may abide with you 
forever.” 

Jesus here tells His disciples that the 
Father shall “give you another com- 
forter.” Consequently, the Holy Ghost 
is a gift from the Father, V. 26. In Acts 
8:20 the Holy Ghost as mentioned in V. 
18 is referred to as the gift of God, also 
in Acts 10:45 it is referred to as the 
gift of the Holy Ghost. The definite ar- 
ticle is here used, showing that it is the 
Holy Spirit meant as the gift bestowed 
and not a gift bestowed by the Holy 
Ghost. 

In Peter’s address on the day of Pentre- 
cost certain ones made inquiry what they 
should do to be saved. Peter answered and 
said unto them, “Repent and be bap- 
tized, every one of you, in the name of 
Jesus Christ, for the remission of sins, 
and ye shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost.” Here the Holy Ghost as im- 
parted to believers is also referred to as 
a gift from God. He further adds, say- 
ing, “The promise is unto you and to 
your children and to all that are afar off, 
even as many as the Lord our God shall 
call.” Here is common ground in which 
both Jew and Gentile appears in part- 
nership. Every believer has a right to ex- 
pect and God has made promise that 
they shall receive the gift of the Holy 
Ghost. 

See Luke 11:13. Acts 2:4; 11:15; 
Acts 19:2. All alike infer that the ex- 
perience received on the day of Pente- 
cost and that received by believers later 
was identical as to what was actually re- 
ceived and that there was one common 
evidence; i. e., tongues and prophecy. 

SPIRITUAL GIFTS 

What is first necessary in anv _be- 
liever’s life is that they themselves be 
baptized with the Holy Ghost incident 
to receiving any spiritual gift. One could 
not receive a gift of the Spirit who was 
himself not baptized with the Holy 
Spirit. Scripture references cited above 
refer generally to the promise and gift of 
the Holy Ghost, recording in each in- 
stance the phenomenon of tongues and 
prophecy. The Apostle Paul in writing 
to the Corinthians is not speaking con 
cerning the baptism of the Holy Spirit 


and 


Spiritual G ifts 
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in any particular sense, but in chapter 
twelve and fourteen he endeavors to en- 
lighten them concerning the use of 
spiritual gifts. 

Let us consider, first, that there is one 
Holy Spirit, Eph. 2:18; second, that 
there are diversities of gifts of the Spirit, 
1 Cor. 12:4; Rom. 12:6, and that these 
gifts have a different administration or 
means of supply. They are also different 
in their operations though it is the same 
God that worketh all in all. V. 6. Third, 
these gifts are called a manifestation ot 
the Spirit. The Spirit is present, abiding 
in the believer thru whom the spiritual 
gift is manifested. The purpose of such 
a manifestation is to profit (others) 
“withal,” V 7. As was stated above, there 
is but one Holy Spirit, however, the 
Apostle Paul here enumerates nine spir- 
itual gifts. These gifts are given to in- 
dividuals who have received the Holy 
Spirit thru the Spirit itself. They are 
operated in that individual as the work- 
ing of the Spirit and it would be impos- 
sible for those who have not received the 
gift of the Holy Ghost to have a spiritual 
gift. 

CONTROVERTED PoINT 

There is little controversy over any of 
these nine gifts except that of the gift 
of tongues. Since in each instance where 
it is recorded that the Holy Spirit was 
given, they either spake with tongues or 
manifested some kind of evidence of H's 
presence. The question naturally arises 
where such evidence, and especially 
tongues, is present, Has the individual re- 


‘ceived the Holy Ghost, or the gift of 


tongues? Especially is this true in 1 Cor. 
12:30. A generally accepted idea among 
opposers of the Pentecostal experience 
is that all do not speak with tongues bur 
that all may alike receive the Holy Spirit 
without such evidence and that where 
such evidence is present that the partv 
so possessed has the gift of tongues. This 
argument will not stand up under scrip- 
tural analysis as at Pentecost, the house- 
hold of Cornelius, and at Ephesus, there 
was the presence of tongues when the 
Holy Spirit was received as is shown in 
a former scripture reference. All may re- 
ceive the Holy Spirit and be baptized 


with it but gifts imparted by the Holy 
Spirit are divided to every man severally 
as he will, 1 Cor. 12:11. The Holy 
Spirit may give to one man several gitts 
and He might not impart to others any 
special gift. The analogy runs, “For to 
one is given by the Spirit the word ot 
wisdom, to another the word of know!- 
edge, and so on. In the Church body it 
is not necessary that every member have 
a spiritual gift, however, it is definitely 
needful that all should have the baptism 
of the Holy Spirit. The Holy Ghost 
provides these gifts and operates them 
for the best interest of the Church body. 
In 1 Cor. 12:28 gifts as listed are men- 
tioned as those which God hath set in 
the Church. This list includes apost!es, 
prophets, and teachers. These were al! 
gifted ministers. Then follows miracles 
and healings, which might be received 
and operated by any upon whom God 
chose to bestow them thru the Holy 
Spirit. Next follows helps, governments, 
and diversities of tongues. The apostle 
then asked the question, “Are all apostles, 
are all prophets, are all teachers, are all 
workers of miracles; have all the gifts of 
healing, do all speak with tongues, do all 
interpret?” We answer, No. All could 
not be apostles, and all were not chosen 
to be prophets in the highest sense, tho 
there was some form of common pro- 
phecy in which every member might 
take part, Chap 14:31. 
haps common testimony and witnessing 
for Jesus. Certainly all were not teachers, 
yet they were reckoned as being able to 
and were likewise commanded to ad- 
monish and instruct each other. Apostles, 
prophets and teachers were ministers of 
first rank. These were gifted ministries 
bestowed upon the Church by Christ, 
Eph. 4:11 Miracles, healing, tongues, and 
all other of the nine gifts were gifts be- 
stowed upon individuals for a service 
without any special ministerial rank be- 
ing defined. With this view 1 Cor. 14: 
1, 12 is in complete accord. Every 
member of the Corinthian assembly was 
admonished to follow after charity and 
desire spiritual gifts. They were also 
commanded to seek that they might ex- 
cel to the edifying of the Church. 

As we have previously stated, all did 
not have the gift of miracles, gifts of 
healing, tongues, interpretation, etc., yet 
it was every believer’s privilege to be 
baptized with the Holy Spirit which be- 
stowed these gifts. However, their be- 
stowal was under the superintendency of 
God and the Spirit Himself. 1 Cor. 12: 
11, 28. Every member of the body was 
exhorted to covet earnestly the best 


This was per- - 
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gifts. Every believer should desire some 
spiritual enablements to be able to con- 
tribute something to the regular orde: 
and upkeep of the local church of which 
he is a member 

I think it should be plain to every 
casual observer or honest inquirer that 
there is a difference between the gift of 
the Holy Ghost and the gift of tongues, 
or gifts bestowed by Him. The Holy 
Ghost is the gift of the Father and all 
other gifts are gifts imparted by the 
Spirit in harmony with the will of God. 
Nowhere does the apostle refer to th 
Holy Spirit as being plural, however, the 
gifts are plural in number and are grad- 
uated into classes, among which there 
were some that were better or more use- 
ful than others. Yet those gifts or mem- 
bers of the body which seem to be more 
feeble are necessary. V. 22 

CHURCH Bopy 

In 1 Cor 12:13 the apostle shows 
that the Jews and Gentiles share the 
same fellowship of the Spirit. He likens 
the Church to the human body, having 
many members. The nine spiritual gifts 
were given unto the Church body to pro- 
vide variety in its ministries and the 
prophet can no more say to the teacher 
who is gifted with the spirit of wisdom, 
“T have no need of you,” than the foot 
could say to the hand, in the human, 
“I have no need of thee,” nor the ear 
to the eye, “I have no need of thee,” 
and so on, All these gifts are vitally 
necessary to provide a well balanced 
ministry. To single out prophecy as the 
most valuable gift and limit it to mere 
dead and dry preaching, as is often- 
times the case, is to mutilate and des- 
troy the completeness of the Church in 
its spiritual make-up. Every member of 
the Church body has his own duty to 
perform and the Church is weakened bv 
the absence of any one member of spiri- 
tual gift. If they were of no necessity, 
they would not have been previded nor 
bestowed. 

AN ExTREME 

Along comes the extremist who in his 
estimation has already reached the stave 
of perfection, and says, “But I have the 
greater gift, the gif: of love.”  Firsx, 
love is not listed as a gift but as a quai- 
ity necessary before gifts can be b>- 
stowed, Chap. 14:1. What is most e- 
cellent is love itse'f. Gifts are of no 
value without it, nor is it possible to 
exercise a genu'ne spiritual gift withovr 
love, and if it was even so the apostle 
shows in Chap 13:1, 3, that those exer- 
cising such a gift would be “nothing.” 

Love is the firstfruit of the Spirit. 
Gal. 5:22. It is a fruit of the Spirit and 
not a gift of the Spirit. Parties who 
claim the “great gift of love” should 
have some spiritual gift as an evidence of 
it. 1 Cor. 14:1. The gift of the Holy 
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Ghost was given in answer to the 
prayer of Jesus. John 14:6. Spiritual 
gifts may be given in answer or desire 


of the prayer of the individual.

We find that in all 
Apostle Paul’s arguments, 
tial foundation, he pur: 
charity, or love, at the 
very bottom of every- 
thing. 

We see homes wrecked because of the 
lack of love; we see the standard of re- 
ligion lowered because of the lack ot 
love one for the other. Jesus said in John 
15:12, “This is my commandment, that 
ye love one another as I have loved 
vou.” Nations and the war gods are fly- 
ing at the throats of one another be- 
cause of the refusal to accept the com- 
mandment of Christ to love one an- 
other. Then what should be the noblest 
object of our desire? It should be the 
supreme gift, to covet the love that 
was provided for us in the death of 
Christ and shed abroad upon us by the 
oly Ghost 

Probably you have been told that faith 
‘is the greatest thing in life, or you 
may think hope is the greatest. thing 
within reach of man, and in Titus 3:7 
we find a scripture that sets forth hops 
as a standard basis for eternal life and 
fellowship with Jesus Christ. We are not 
trying to lessen the importance of those 
two substantial gifts to man, but, with 
the Apostle Paul, we are just trying to 
stress the more important thing we call 
love. ‘And now abideth faith, hope, and 
charity, these three; but the greatest of 
these is charity (or iove),” 1 Cor. 13:13. 

The apos:le in his letter to the Corin- 
thians takes Christianity at its source, 
when he says the greatest of these 15 
love. He was speaking of faith and he 
says, “If I have all faith so that I could 
remove mountains and have not love, I 
am nothing.” Here he vigorously con- 
trasts them. “Now abideth faith, hope, 
and love,” and without any hesitatio - 
the decision comes, “the greatest of 
these is love.” Love was net  Paul’s 
strongest point in this argument. Th> 
strongest point that I see in his argu- 
ment is the things that will be accom- 
plished thru his love. 

Peter says, “Above all thin-s have 
fervent love among yourse'ves.” Notice, 
he says “above all things.” Here again 
we find it stressed upon. John _ goz: 
further and says, “God is love.” 

Again, the profound remarks that 
Paul makes in another place is the ful- 
filling of the law. What is meant by the 
fulfilling of the law? We find in study- 
ing the Word of God that people used 
to work their way to heaven by keeping 
the Ten Commandments and many tra- 
ditions which they had drawn of them. 
Christ came and said, “I will show you 
a more simple way.” If a man breaks 
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one of these commandments he wiil 
break all of them without even think- 
ing of them. If we have fervent love we 
will equally unnoticeably fulfill the 
whole law. 

Now back to the strongest point in 
Paul’s argument, which, in my mind, 
is the things accomplished thru love. We 
take the commandments. “Thou shait 
have no other gods before me.” If a 
man loves God, we surely will not have 
to tell him so because love is the fu!- 
filling of the law. “Take not the name 
of the Lord thy God in vain.” Would 
you take God’s name in vain if you 
loved Him? To this I say, “No.” “Re- 
member the Sabbath day to keep it 
holy.” Would not a man be too glad to 
devote one day in seven to God’s sery- 
ice? Love would fulfill all these laws. 

If one had love, you would not need 
to tell him to honor his father and 
mother, He could not do otherwise. It 
would be out of order to tell a man not 
to kill. It would be insulting to him t» 
tell him not to steal; how could he s<eai 
from you if he loved you? Why should 
you tell a man not to bear false witness 
against his neighbor? He could not do so 
if he loved hin. We would never say 
not covet that which thy neighbor has, 
for he would rather they had it them- 
selves. In this way love is the fulfilling 
of the 'aw, so we use Ch-ivt’s own com- 
mandment in keeping all the old onz:. 
This being the secret of the whole matr- 
ter, it was Paul’s strongest point. 

In the first part of this thirteen h 
chapter of First Corinthians we find 
love contrasted, in the center of it w< 
have love analyzed, and in the last part 
of it we have love defended as the mos: 
supreme gift. 

THE CONTRAST 

Paul starts by contrasting love witi 
many other things that we think so 
much of. He first contrasts it with elo- 
quence. Now we know that there are 
many eloquent speakers having power: 
to express things in a most vivid man- 
ner and forceful way. It is a noble gift 
to have power to play upon the souls of 
men, to arouse them to lofty purposes, 
but Paul says, “If I speak with the 
tongues of men and of angels, and have 
not love, I am become as sounding brass 
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or a tinkling cymbal.” We know that elo- 
quence, where there is no love behind it, is 
embarrassing to a speaker 


God, 


in the sight of 


Next we find Paul 
contrasting love with 
prophecy, also with mys- 
teries, and with faith. 
Why does he contrast it with prophecy? 
Because prophecy without love is 
fruitless. With mysteries? Because 
mysteries are revealed through the 
love that man has for the mysteries of 
God. Why should we say that love is 
greater than faith? Because faith is an 
agency of love, therefore, the origin is 
greater than the agent. Why should we 
have faith? It is so that our souls 
should be divinely connected with God. 
And why should we be connected with 
God? That we may become like God, for 
God is love. So faith is as a means to 
make of us love, the end of which is 
God. Love therefore is greater than faith 
because Paul says, “If I have all faith, 
so that I could remove mountains, and 
have not charity, I am nothing.” 

There is a great deal of charitable 
deeds done without love. It is much 
easier for one to give to the blind or a 
cripple than it is to pass them up, yet 
such a deed is only the awakening of 
love. Sympathy will arouse a man’s feel- 
ings for a short time, yet it is primary, 
therefore, we purchase relief from a 
sympathetic standpoint. That is too 
cheap. If we really loved him we would 
do more for him. Hence. if I bestow a'l 
my gcods to feed the poor and have not 
love as an abiding factor, it profiteth 
me nothing. 

And then there is another contrast, 
that is with a sacrifice, and even mar- 
tyrdom. To say, “I give my body to be 
burned,” and have not love, it  pro- 
fiteth me nothing, Martyrdom must be 
prompted by love. We must let this 
love reflect out in our character and in 
our everyday life. We must show in ali 
our deeds the divine love of the good 
Samaritan. It is not altogether words 
that win a man but it is the love that is 
behind our deeds. 

THE ANALYSIS 

Since Paul has contratced love with 
all these things, in just a few verses he 
gives us an amazing analysis of what this 
supreme thing is. Love has many works 
and produces nine Christian graces or 
fruits in us. 

In the analysis we have “Love suf- 
fereth long, and is kind; love envieth 
not; love vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up, doth not behave itself un- 
seemly, seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil; re- 
joiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth 
in the truth.” This goes to make the 
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state of a perfect man. Now we have 
patience, kindness, generosity, humility, 
courtesy, unselfishness, good temper, 
guilelessness, and sincerity. These things 
are in relation to our everyday life and 
they spring out of a perfect love. 

Patience is the normal attitude of 
love. Love never rushes when dealing 
with an offender or adversary. We 
never find love in a hurry for it must 
do a perfect work. It is very calm, ready 
to do its work when the time comes. 
Love suffers long, and is kind, beareth 
all thinks, believeth all things, hopeth al! 
things, so love understands all things. 

Next we have kindness. In this fs 
embodied the very activity of love, Just 
notice the many good things that our 
Lord did here during His stay on earth. 

His 
life was spent doing good deeds and 
kind acts. He spent most of His time in 
making people happy. There is only on- 
thing greater than happiness and that is 
holiness. We can be happy only thru 
holiness, and happiness is not just in our 
keeping it alone but is what God has pvt 
in our power to make others about us 
happy. Surely we can be happy over the 
thought that we have done good. The 
greatest thing one could do for His 
heavenly Father is to be kind to some 
of His other children. We should all be 
‘kinder than we are. Oh, the poor world 
needs it so badly, and it is so easily done! 
How instantaneously it acts! How in- 
fallible it is remembered. It is an honor- 
able debtor. 

Love never faileth. Love is success. 
Love produces happiness. Love surely is 
the energy of life. When we begin tc 
search for love we find it in God for 
God is love. He that hath love hath God. 
Love is without any distinction, and 
without calculation. There is no calcu- 
lation in love because it has no limit. The 
depth of love goes deeper than human 
mind can imagine, and the height goes 
higher than the human heart can con- 
ceive of. We lavish it upon the poor 
and upon the rich, where it is not 
needed, and most of all upon our equals, 
where it is most difficult. We should 
not lose a chance in giving pleasures 
even to our equals. If we give pleasure 
it is a triumph of a true loving spirit. 
We only pass thru this world once, let 
us do good as we go. 

Now let us consider for just a mo- 
ment generosity. “Love envieth not.” 
When we do a good work we will find 
many others doing the same work and 
maybe doing it better. Envy them not 
for it is surely an ill will and must b> 
prompted by jealousy, hence there is no 
love. It bears a spirit of covetousness 
and detraction. 

So after we have learned all we can, 
then let us consider this one thing— 
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humility. If we let not one hand know 
what the other doeth, we should put a 
seal of forgetfulness upon what we have 
done, with humility, and make no boast 
of it. After love has stolen forth into the 
world and done its wonderful work, it 
goes back into the shadow of the hal- 
lowed rack and says nothing about it. 
Love hides even from itself. “Love 
vaunteth not itself, is not puffed up.” 
Love is hid in humility. 

Now the next, which is the fifth in- 
gredient, is a somewhat strange one—- 
courtesy. This is love in society. Love 
does not behave itself unseemly. The 
secret of politeness is love. We might 
be an untutored person in the highest 
rank of society, if we have the reser- 
voirs of life filled with love, we cant' 
behave ourselves unseemly, we just can’t 
do it, for love cannot behave itself un- 
seemly.
